Cave City, Ky., Feb. 16, Mid- 
night. —— (Special.) — They are 
trying to bring Floyd Collins’ 
body up tonight out of Sand 
cave’s rock tomb in which he was 
buried alive seventeen days ago. 
Five hours’ more work may be 


‘needed. 


They found Collins this after- 
noon, but it was too late. He 
had been dead for twenty-four 
hours, perhaps much longer. He 
died caught fast in the wet black 
cavern from acute physical ex- 
haustion, exposure, starvation, 
and thirst. 


Collins’ body was found at 2:45; 


this afternoon when the men 
down in the artificial passage 
sixty feet below ground suddenly 
broke through a ledge of stone 
into the main natural tunnel of 
Sand cave. 

Just 6 Feet from Tomb. 


The hole through which the 
digging men lowered themselves 
into the cave was found to be just 
six feet from the trap that held 
Collins so relentlessly in its grip. 

Once in the natural tunnel, the 
rescuers found themselves just 
above the explorer’s hody and be- 


ber work, the old cavern being found 
in an extremely critical condition. 
Later John Gerald and Lieut. Ben 
Wells, conspicuous in the original 
cave rescue work, were called down 
to identify the articles found and 
thus definitely determine Collins’ po- 
sition, the check being necessary on 
account of the inadvisability of en- 
tering until the timber work was 
done. The articles and their posi- 
tions were positively identified. 
Meanwhile Albert Marshall, show- 
ing the same splendid courage so

Four prominent physicians declared 
before Circuit Judge Harry Fisher yes 
terday that they had been hoodwinked 
by D. J. Donahue, who feigned com- 
plete paralysis of bis right side, and 
got the medical experts to aid him in 
@ suit secking $40,000 darnages from 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad. 

Donahue, after astounding the court 
by throwing away his crutches and 
striding about the room, testified he 
was an investigator employed by the 
railroad to expose an attorney sus- 
pected of framing cases. He told in 
detail of his deception, of his baf- 
fling the physicians, and implicated 
the attorney in the suit, William Wal- 
lace McCallum. 

Taking the stand in a summary in- 
vestigation begun by Judge Fisher, 
Attornéy McCallum, a prominent fig- 
ure in Chicago courts, declared the 
railroad attorneys, eager to ruin him 
because of his success in obtaining 
judgments against them, had framed 


John L. Fogté, attorney for the griev- 
ance committee of the Chicago Bar 
association, named ty Judge Fisher 
as a friend of the court, directed the 
court’s investigation. 

Judge. Fisher was astonished that 
four learned medical authorities, one 
of them Dr. James Whitney Hall, 
noted alfenist and president of the 
Iroquois club, could be so hoaxed by 
Donahtie. | 

“Not only the Bar association, but 
the entire medical profession should 
be vitally interested in running this 
thing down,”’ Judge Fisher exclaimed. 
“Must it be that the courts must sit 


back, helpless to prevent bald frauds, | 


because physicians cannot detect 
whether or not a man !{s paralyzed? 
It is a most serious matter, involving 
all claims fer personal injury.” 
Doctor Detects Fraud. 

One physician, Dr. James C. Gill, 
employed by the railroad company to 
examine Donahue, was able, however, 
to detect him at once as 4 malingerer 
-—or feigner—according to Attorney 
Kirkland. He employed a simple elec- 
tric test that caused Donahue to jump 
and Ganoe frantically about the room, 
the lawyer declared. Dr. Gill will be

Im @xamining the other physicians, 
Mr. Kirkland emphasized that ali had 
fatied to use the electric test and that 
it was not used at St. Luke’s hospital 
where Donahue lay for a long period.

FIRST WAR GAME 
IN MIDWINTER 


Fly from Detroit to 
Oscoda, Mich. 


Oscoda, Mich., Feb. 16.—[ Special. ]— 
Seven Curtiss pursuit planes, two De 
Haviland observation planes, and two 
bombing planes of the first pursuit 
group, United States army, took off 
from Selfridge field for Oscoda at 9 
a. m. today for the first mid-winter 


war game yet attempted by an Ameri- 
can fiying corps. 

Flying in battle formation with the 
pursuit planes maneuvering ag escort 


to the De Havilands and bombers, the | 


group left the. field on schedule time 
They are equipped with special skids 
for landing on ice and snow. 

The planes landed on Lake Van Et- 
ten within two hours of the takeoff. 

To Pfove Value in Winter. 

When plans for the expedition were 
made three weeks ago the northern 
half of the lower peninsula was cov- 
ered with two feet of snow and ice 
highways were blocked, towns were 
isolated, and railroads were operating 
with difficulty. The conditions were 
typically eretic and the Selfridge field 
flyers expected to prove, through their 
maneuvers near Oscoda this week, that 
they could successfully carry on war- 
fare under climatic conditions in 
which ground troops would be helpless.
